President • Roosevelt has 
a large 


group of politicians here and a small 
group • of professors, scientists, social 
workers and other non-political ex- 
perts. The former are in congress and 
the later already have been packed 
thick into the administrative branch 
of the government. Each group has 
a largo, thoroughgoing contempt for 
the other. 


The professors have been helping 


frame the various emergency meas- 
ures which Roosevelt has undertaken 
to jam through congress and they 
have been standing ready to adminis- 
ter them wilh more granted authority 
than congress ever let anyone have 
before. 


Shows Signs of Fight 


The politicians helped grease the 


chute for Roosevelt and the professors 
at first, but they camo to realize that 


jprofessors would keep them greas- 


\e chute indefinitely if they call- 
halt, So there has been a grow- 


ing surge of resentment against the 
speed with which legislation was rush- 
ing through their hands, the fuel that 
they were having no part In it and 
the fact that power in carload lots was 
being delivered to the professors. 


The politicians are really after them 


now. Fearing popular resentment they 
shoot at Roosevelt through his non- 
political aides. 


Raise Cry of "Red" 


The Hon. Mike Hart, a congressman 


from Michigan, sounded the first im- 
portant battle cry against the profes- 
sors when he charged in effect tijat 
one of Roosevelt's closest, most trust- 
ed advisers was a Communist.

Central Kentucky Natural Gas com- 


pany won an appeal for review of a 
three-judge federal court decision in 
its appeal from an order of the state 
railroad commission denying an in- 
crease in gas rates in Lexington, Ky. 


The lower federal court held the 


gas rate invalid but declined to make 
permanent an injunction unless the 
company consented to impounding of 
temporary rates on a basis of 50 cents 
per thousand cubic feet of gas. The 
rate complained of was 45 cents.

"The 1933 General Assembly will be 


known as 'The Reorganization Ses- 
sion,' " State Senator L. L. Mitchell 
of Preseott, representing this (the 20th' 
senatorial district, told Hope Rotary 
club Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Praising the session as a whole, 


Governor Fulrell, and the presiding 
officer of the senate, Lieut.-Gav. Lee 
Cazort, Senator Mitchell went on to 
say that the legislature's economy 
program was effective. 


"The senate" he said, "operated dur- 


ing the regular 60-day session on 
21 1-14 per cent of the expense of the 
senate of two years ago—a saving, 
therefore, of 78 13-14 per cent." 


Senator Mitchell said he seriously 


doubted the justice ql the Kills bond 
refunding act, although Governor Fu- 
trell insisted on its passage. "I don't 
think the innocent purchasers of our 
bonds should have beer, subjected to 
such a rigorous reduction in interest 
due them, after the bonds had been 
sold on our guarantee," said the sena- 
tor; "but the fact is that Arkansas had 
more notes coming due than she could 
meet on present revenues. 


"It was Governor Full-ell's conten- 


lion that since our main revenue comes 
from the highways enough money 
should be impounded 
to maintain 


them for Iraffic—but then (here wasn't 
enough money to pay off our deb's. 
Whether the Ellis law is conslilu- 
tional, and can be enforced againsl 
Ihe innocent purchasers of our bonds, 
is something to be gravely doubted.

vanced in the Oklahoma House of 
Representatives Thursday after a spec- 
ial committee reported unfavorably a 
bill to legalize; 3.2 per cent beer, wine 
and ale. 


William O. Coc, Oklahoma county 


representative, whose resolution for a 
referendum en the state's dry laws 
failed -early in the session, prepared 
a new resolution for initiating such a 
movement. 


Coc's resolution contained a specific 


ban on return of the saloon. Mean- 
while a bill by Senator Charles Moon 
of Muskogee, providing brewers may 
advertise beer in Oklahoma, was ad- 
vanced to the senate calender. 


Senate Votes Labor Aid 


WASHINGTON — (ff>) — The second 


step in the administration's vast un- 
employment and hunger relief program 
—appropriation of $500,000,000 for di- 
rect federal grants • to the states—re- 
ceived overwhelming approval of the 
senate Thursday, and was sent to the 
house, where passage is expected Mon- 
day. 


The vote, 55 to 17, came after con- 


gressional action had been completed 
on the first part of the Roosevelt re- 
lief legislation—to authorize employ- 
ment of about 250,000 men on con- 
servation work in the forests. 


Administration advisers already are 


at work on the third unemployment 
aid proposal and ' a message on the 
subject will go to congress soon, 


This will call for a huge public 


works enterprise to be financed by a 
federal bond issue rather than ap- 
propriations from the Treasury, as in 
the past—on the theory that future 
generations shall bear part of the ex- 
pense for buildings that will last for 
years to come.
